Aiken in Crash. 
Johnny Aiken, Atlanta, suffered a 


tire blowout in the first race and 
ran into the fence, tearing out a sec- 
tion immediately in front of the grand- 
stand. He was not injured and imme- 
jiate'y reversed his car and backed 


across the tape for fourth money in 
’ the event.

The machine of C. F. Goodson, Sa- 
vyannah, was badly torn up inthe first 
race when he ran into the fence. He 
was slightly bruised. 

In the second race, Carl Dixon, of 
Chattanooga, crashed into the fence 
end was slightly bruised. 

A section of more than 120 feet 
torn away by a rider in the first race 
and a great crowd of spectators rush- 
ed to the scene of the crash only to 
find that no racer was in sight. The 
machine continued in the race. 

Buckner’s Story. 

It was his third accident of 
Gay that forced Buckner to 
tire from the races. 
he has a fractured right hip, serious 
bruises about the head and chest and 
also the left arm and wrist. 

“The frame broke immediately un- 
der my seat,” Buckner stated to a 
reporter. He said he felt it give way 
and knew that it had come apart, but 
added that he was going too fast to 
stop his machine before it left the 
track. He remembered nothing aft- 
erward until his arrival at the hos- 
pital, he said. 

“The first accident of the after- 
noon was when I ceollided with 
another car; this bent the frame of 
my machine. The next accident was 
when a tire punctured, throwing me 
into the bank.” 

Buckner’s home is in Asheville, 
N, C. He came to Atlanta too late 
for a “try out” of either the track or 
bis car and entered the race before 
thoroughly inspecting his machine, 
he atated.

Secretary American Meteorological 
Society, Describes: 


Thunder Does Not Sour 
Muk 

It is often said that a thunder- | 
storm sours milk. ‘The lighining | 
and fhunder, however, really «co 
wot affect the milk at all. It ap- 
pears, rather, that hot, moist 
weather which produces heat thun- 
derstorms, also favors” bacterial 
growth and the spoiling of food. | | 
On a hot day the ice box tem- 
peracure will probably be higher 
than usual, unless particular eare 
is taken to replenish the ice. Dur- 
ing the day the lIdetic acid bac- 
teria in the milk will multiply 
more rapidly than usual, so that 
by evening milk which tasted all 
right at noon may be distinctly 
sour. Now hert thunderstorms 
commonly occur in the late after- 
noon, therefore, we may say that 
the milk.was soured by tbe thun- 
derstorm and jamp at the wrong 
conclusion. The process of sour- 
ing had been going on all day, fayr- 
ored’ by the thunderstorm condi- 
tions, not suddenly evoked by the 
siorm itself.

The services were conducted under 
the auspices of the Atlanta Woman's 
club. Mrs. Alonzo Richardson deliv 
ered the first address of the day, pay- 
ing an impressive tribute to our fore- 
fathers who fought for liberty and 
made America possible. Mrs. Rich- 
ardson not only spoke of the soldiers 
of *76—but of them all, the valiant 
‘Warriors of the Conf-deracy, the 
Spanish-American veterans and the 


World War heroes, 
"76 who declared 


“Those men of 
war against tyranny and oppression, 
and who fought, bled and died for 
the liberty of a nation will live for- 
ever in the hearts of the American 
people,” declared Mayor Walter Sims, 
following Mrs. Richardson's talk. 
“Their work has not been fruitless. 
America is the greatest nation in the 
world, and has been so since the 
shackles on thought and action were 
cut away and men made free.”

Defying the torrid rays of a burn- 
ing July sun, approximately 5,000 At- 
nlanta citizens, bedecked in holiday -at- 
tire, gathered around the Peace mon- 
ument in Piedmont park Wednesda; 
afternoon to pay reverent tribute fo 
the heroes of “Seventy-Six” and sing 
the praise of a great America. 

The exercises were the most beau- 
tiful and significant held here during 


the “Fourth.” United States army of- 
ifcers, soldiers of the Confederacy. 

Spanish-American war veterans and 
members of various civic organiza- 
tions marched down the gravel walk 
leading to the monument where the 
exercises were conducted, 

Spectators lined the banks sur- 
rounding the speakers’ stand. *In the 
stand, which was elaborately decor- 
ated, Atlanta’s leading club women 
and prominent eitizens were gathered. 

Mrs. Richardson Speaks. 

The services were conducted under 
the auspices of the Atlanta Woman's 
club. Mrs. Alonzo Richardson deliv 
ered the first address of the day, pay- 
ing an impressive tribute to our fore- 
fathers who fought for liberty and 
made America possible. Mrs. Rich- 
ardson not only spoke of the soldiers 
of *76—but of them all, the valiant 
‘warriors of the Conf*deracy, the 
Spanish-American veterans and the 
World War heroes, 

“Those men of "76 who declared 
war against tyranny and oppression, 
and who fought, bled and died for 
the liberty of a nation will live for- 
ever in the hearts of the American 
people,” declared Mayor Walter Sims, 
following Mrs. Richardson's talk, 
“Their work hast not been fruitless. 
America is the greatest nation in the 
world, and has been so since the 
Shackles on thought and action were 
cut away and men made free.” 

“Co-operative spirit is all that can 
preserve the ties that bind the people 
together. Progress would have ended 
had the great spirit of co-operation 
died with the termination of the Rev- 
olutionary war. ‘The building of na- 
tions, states, and cities depends solely 
on co-operation, and justice toward 
our fellowman. When the world as- 
sumes this attitude of thought then 
we will have eternal peace—not be- 
fore. The American people should 
show the same spirit as that of our 
forefathers of 1776 and strive to give 
justice to all.” 

Following Mayor Sims, R. E. Har- 
vey made a short address, in which 
he paid glorious tribute to the women 
of America. He declared the greatest 
monument in the world would not be 
great enough fer them.

Paris, July 4—A monument in 
honor of American volunteers in the 
French army who lost their lives in 


+the world war was unveiled today in 


the Place Des Etats Unis. 

More than_ 50,000 French people 
threw in their hard earned sous and 
francs when France passed the hat. 

Contributions ranged from 20,000 
francs given by the Bank of France, 
to ten centimes, brought in proudly 
by little school boys and girls who, 
when disaster threatened their fire- 
sides, were barely old enoygh to lisp 
their admiration for “Les America- 
ing.” The monument in bronze, was 
executed by Jean Boucher, a young 
French sculptor, who fought beside 
those early American volunteers. It 
represents an American in French 
uniform calling to his compatriots to 
follow his example. The face of the 
stutue has been executed in the like- 
ness of Allan Seger, the soldier-poet,

New York, July 4—The recondi- 
tioned Leviathan, queen of the Amer- 
ican merchant marine, sailed on Uncle 
Sam’s birthday on her first’ trans- 
Atlantic pleasure voyage under the 
Stars and Stripes. 

‘Thousands massed on the water 
front to bid bon voyage to the super- 
ship. With their cheers mingled the 
sirens of hiarbor craft and the whirr 
from propellors of airplanes circling 
her pier. 

Although her bar was dry, the 
Leviathan was litterally a “wet” ship 
for, as her great whistles boomed their 
warning to river traffic and the liner 
moved into the Hudson, the clouds 
opened and a torrent of rain fell on 
her decks. 

The crowds ashore ran to shelter 
and passengers sought protection. But 
the waving of hats and handkerchiefs 
continued, while cheer after cheer 
bridged the widening water. 

The din increased as the great 
shipping board vessel swung her nose 
toward sea. Fore ind aft she was 
dressed with international code flags. 
Upon her decks, bands played. Around 
her sides circled gaily dressed river 
craft. Shoving her into the channe! 
were tiny tugs with the power of 
Titans. Off her starboard bow 
steamed a toy vessel—a reproduction 
of Robert Fulton's Claremont, Amer- 
ica’s first steamboat. 

Cheering Crowds. 

As the liner with her varied escort 
pushed seaward, through steamboat 
und ferry traffic, holiday crowds too’ 
up the cheering. The rainfall soon 
abated, the sky changed for a moment 
— gray to blue, and passengers

He does not, however, boldly blaze 
a trail for a new tax scheme of his 
own devising—a scheme which would 
instantly junk the old system and in- 
augurate a scheme which might be 
branded “the Walker plan.” 

That fact is of particular signifi- 
cance, 

Instead of embarking on a radical 
venture in the long-agitated wateis of 
tax reform, Governor Walker jndi- 
cates his intention of addressing to 
ond message upon taxation, in which 
he will go into further detail con- 
cerning his ideas. 

To Study Situation. 

Considering his past policies in 
these matters, it is regarded as cer- 
tain that this second message wiil be 
of a strictly conservative nature and 
that the whole plan will be for the 
governor and the legislature to take 
the tax question under serious debate 
and strive for a safe, sane, efficient 
way out of the present muddle. 

As stated before, every indication 
now points to the fact that the tax 
reform issue will be the chief task of 
the 1923 assembly and that the Iegis- 
lators will lend themselves whole- 
heartedly to a conservative, construc- 
tive plan of co-operative effort. 

Political observers are particularly 
impressed with the present legislature 
because of its open disfavor of 
“probes.” They point to this attitude 
with special emythasis as proof of 
their prediction that the present ses- 
sion will be an orderly affair without 
injection of either political or  per- 
sona] feeling. 

The legislature last year beemed to 
have a mania for “probing” state af- 
fairs. Special committees spent long 
hours in delving into records and tak- 
ing testimony, only to report back to 
their houses with both majority and 
minority reports. This served only 
to shift the scene of hostilities to 
the floor. 

New “Probe” Methods. 

This year the house plans at least 
in one instance to adopt a new means 
of solving the “probe” problems. It 
pians to resolve itself into a commit- 
tee of the whole and take the matter 
under consideration, thus eliminating 
delay in committee rooms and general- 
ly speeding up the entire matter. 

With virtually all members anxious 
concerning pet legislation of thelr 
own, it is safe to assert that the 
house will not spend very many days 
in “jwobing’ departments,. If any- 
thing is wrong with any of the de- 
partments under fire, the defect can 
be brought swiftly to light, and action 
to remedy the situation will fvilow 
with equal swiftness.

Biennial Sessions Bill. 

It is a foregone conclusion that a 
bill will be introduced this sessions 
ealling for biennial sessions of the 
legislature instead of annual gather- 
ings. Those agencies favoring such 
a bill for many years past are more 
hopeful of its passage this year than 
ever before. Oe 

The biennial sessions bill is eagerly 
sponsored by many private citizens, 
organizations and newspapers gen- 
erally, and only the fact that the 
legislature itself has received it with 
coldness in the past has prevented 1t 
from passage. : 

Governor Hardwick has always ad- 
vocated it as an economy measure. 
In former sessions it has 
strong support in one of the two 
branches of the legislature, only ‘o 
be side-tracked in the rush of last- 
moment business, 

Whether this side-tracking process,

years, is due 
of certain legislators has never been 
developed, but advocates of biennial 
sessions have come back undismayed 
each year and have plainly pointed 
out the important item of saving of- 
fered the “servants of the people” at 
the cost of only their favorable votes.

For instance, out of an approciation of $750,- 
000 to this higher educational work, $735,000 
was appropriated to the waite 

How does 
the higher education of 
colored people in Georgia appear com, ared 
to the North Carolina appropriation of &1,- 
250,000; Lonisiana, 8500,000: Mirsst«:» 
$400,000; Texas, $500,000, and Virginia, 
$750,000? 

We also believe, as the records in other 
states prove, that the public school interest 
for colored people in Georgia would be 
greatly enhanced if our state authorities 
would appoint an upstanding, high-toned, 
well-prepared colored supervisor, whose of- 
fice and labors would be under the super- 
vision of our state superintendent of educa- 
tion. Georgia, with her boundless resources, 
surpassing most of the southern states. can- 
not honorably plead poverty as an excuse 
for her failure adequately to care for and 
nurture the educational nterests of any part 
of her citizens. 

Socially. 


Accommodations for travel are a _ con- 
stant menace to every self-respecting colored 
person who boards our passenger trains. It 
is not unusual to find the coach provided 
for colored passengers to be at the same 
time the baggage car, mail car, the butch- 
er’s booth and the conductor's desk, where 
our wives and daughters are frequently sub- 
jected to the most uncouth manners and 
forced to hear language too vile to be ut- 
tered. 

Unequal Law Enforcement. 

Very few things have contributed nore 
to the present unrest among the coiored 
people and to induce them to seek sheiter 
in Other sections than the inequality in 
the administration and enforcement of the 
aw. Too often he is made to feel that 
law was designed solely for his punishment, 
but not for his protection, along with 
other citizens. His life is too cheap i 
Ceorgia. In practically every instance of 
personal difficulties between a white man 
and a colored man, the colored man slone 
must suffer. If he strikes in necessary 
defense of himself or habitation, he in 
variably suffers the extreme penalty of 
the law, if perchance he escapes the fury 
of the mob. If his life is taken by ‘an 
individual white man, the coroner's 
invariably denominates {ft justifiable

La Contract Ww. 

Unskilled colored labor in Georgia has 
suffered grievously by the operation of the 
iniquitous contract law. Under the guise 
of this law, colored iaborers have been 
held in a state of involuntary servitude, 
for long periods of time, subjected to cor- 
poral punishment, murdered with impunity, 
confined to certain restricted quarters, their 
down-sitting and uprising being as closely 
guarded as in the days of legal slavery, 
from all of which conditions and cruelties 
he has often been wholly unable to escape. 

We urge the repeal of this law in order 
that heartless landlords may no longer have 
apparent legal leave and sanction in their 
trampling upon the constitutional right of 
the laborer to be rewarded for his honest 
toil. 

Mob Violence, 


Our greatest disturbance, however, is the 
open defiance of our laws in the form of 
mob violence. The most disturbing menace 
of all evils which we now suffer is the 
menace of the mob. Neo influence has done 
| more to drive colored people away from 
' the state, to give Georgia a bad name in 
the mouths of those who live without its 
borders, to deter both capital and labor 
from our state, and to keep up the un- 
settied conditions of colored labor here, 
than the influence of the mob. In the 
midst of it, no colored person, however 
honest, industrious, humble and law-abiding, 
'can possibly feel himself safe over night; 
|and uniess checked, it is bound to become 
fa cancer to gnaw away the vitals and 
destroy the usefulness of one of the most 
richly éndowed states of the union. 


The whole truth is, and you ought to 
know it, that a very large percentage of 
us have lost faith in either your willing- 
ness now or your intention ever to treat 
the colored people justly and to allow them 
to become a basic part of our civilization. 
This faith restored by unmistakabie evi- 
dences to the contrary, would infinitely 
improve the unsettled conditions among us. 
We desire for ourselves and our children 
because of our bleod sacrifices, our self- 
denial and our toil for Georgia and our 
country, to feel that the immortal Declara- 
tion of Independence written by the illus- 
trious Thomas Jefferson and others is the 
foundation upen which Georgia's civiliza- 
tion rests, and that the words set forth 
by it are realiy and truly the basis upon 
which all the people are to work out our 
future well-being. 

Cause, 


The cause of most of the trouble tv 
which we heave above referred lies in the 
fundamental error of attempting to run a 
democracy without all the people. "The 
leaving of 45 per cent of the population 
of Georgia out of ks government affairs, 
in our judgment, is largely responsible for 
the one-sided program which the state is 
operating, and the neglect that the colored 
people now sustain. 

In a democracy, one’s vote Is his weapon 
defense against any such inadequacies 
|}as the colored people are forced here to 
'enffer. And all history shows that any de- 
'fenseless group in any social compact like 
has always been the subject of gross 
| injustice and undue discrimination. The 
| colored man’s fate, therefore. is but the 
|common fate of all people who have been 
denied the right of the ballot in a de- 
mocracy. So severe have been our trials, 
and so much have we been neglected,

We deny the charge that we have either 
ambition for so-called social equality or de- 
sire for negro domination. We point with 
pride to the record of the loyalty and faith- 
fulness of otr fathers through two and 
a half centuries of slavery, the last four 
years of which put them to the severest 
test. How well they stood this test, let

first official acts of Governor Wal- 
ker. In the few months of his ad- 
ministration he made an enviable 
record and his retiring report to 
the present general assembly is in- 
deed a challenge to Georgia’s edu- 
cational conscience such as_ has 
never been deliveerd before in the 
kistory of this state.

Rietance, that-only 13 per cent of 
dents entering the first grade of

but explains in a word why Georgia 
is at the very bottom of the list of 
states in education and at the very 
top of the list in illiteracy. 

It¢ yupleasant sometimes to 
state fads, and it is unpleasant to 
have to give publicity to Dr, Parks’ 
significant figuags, and yet it is only 
by this method that needed recon- 
structions can be made. 

All of this is the more Startling 
when it is known that of the state’s 
entire revenue the common schools 
get one-half, except of the especial- 
ly allocated revenues like the vehic- 
ular licenses; and that in addition 
the counties impose special school

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The fact is the whole common 
school system of Georgia needs to 
be reconstructed to greater service} 
for the money going into it—and 


on the basis that one consolidated 
school with trained teachers is 
worth a score of the old one-room 
hill top shanties, with a “teacher” 
to each who is too lazy to work and 
too ignorant to do anything else. 
Children must be quickened with a 
love for school for what the school 
means to them and not a disrespect 
for school by reason of what the 
school cannot mean to them, as 
they appraise the situation in their 
own young minds, 

Georgia’s treatment of her high- 
er institutions is well known by all 
men and is one of the shames of 
this state. But Dr. Parks has open- 
ed the eyes of the state to an ele- 
mentary situation that is equally as 
shameful. 


STUDYING LITERATURE, 

On this page appears a com- 
munication from Mrs; Elizabeth 
Hanna, general chairman U. D. C. 
committee on southern literature, 
which suggests a subject of vital 
importance to the youth of the 
south, not in the sense of keeping 
alive any prejudices between sec- 
tions as to literary attainments, but 
quite to the contrary, and as a mat- 
ter of encouragement to southern 
authors, as well as true educational 
understandings of the south’s place 
in American literature. 

It is true, as Mrs. Hanna sug- 
gests, that in the English curri- 
cula of our colleges in the south 
proper attention is not paid to 
southern authors. And this should 
be remedied in the broader sense of 
Americanism, without exploiting 
southern contributions over those 
of the north, or, by the converse, 
creating any criticism, as Mrs. 
Hanna has very aptly made, that 
southern contributions to letters 
are not being noticed in the Eng- 
lish courses, 

The American magna charta—the 
Declaration of Independence — was 
written by Jefferson, of Virginia; 
the federal constitution by Madison, 
of Virginia; the great doctrine of 
western hemisphere amity by Mon- 
roe, of Virginia; and so on. 

One of the greatest speeches of 
the old continental days was Patrick 
Henry’s impassioned plea against the 
Stamp act; the address of Ben Hill, 
of Georgia, at the grave of Sumner, 
pleading for a united nation, was 
another; the New England address 
of Henry Grady another, and so on. 
The poems of Sydney Lanier and 
Henry Timrod and others are 
worthy of study in any college. 
Woodrow Wilson’s history of gov- 
ernment and Watson’s story of 
France are worthy of any college 
curriculum. 

The point is there should be no 
sectionalism exploited in any col- 
lege curriculum, north or south, 
and certainly the letters of one sec- 
tion should not be penalized in the 
catalogue of studies, whether that 
section be the north or the south 
or the west. 

We should study American litera- 
ture from the broad viewpoint of 
America. 


ATLANTA SAFETY COUNCIL. 


Atlanta is fortunate in the 
terest taken in the various civic or- 


ganizations by the citizens. It is 
fortunate in having the active sup- 
port of these organizations behind 
every worth-while movement. It is 
a demonstration of that cohesive 
co-operation that has made the “‘At- 
lanta spirit’ proverbial throughout 
the world, and has made Atlanta one 
of America’s greatest inland cities. 

There is not one of the civic 
clubs, invaluable as they all are, 
that is more worthy of encourage- 
ment in the good work undertaken 
than that of the “Atlanta Safety 
council,” which is in reality the 
Georgia division of the National 
Safety council. 


There were 80,000 lives sacri- 
ficed in accidents last year in the 
United States — far too many of 
them in Georgia, and in Atlanta. 
Of this number, 20,000 were little 
children. 

According to accident prevention 
experts, it was possible to have pre- 
vented 75 per cent of these deaths 
and injuries had proper measures 
been taken to educate the people in 
safety precaution. 

In cities where intensive safety 
programs have been inaugurated the 
decrease in accidents and deaths 
from accidents has shown conclu- 
Sively that people, as a whole, can 
be taught to be more careful. 

The aim of the Atlanta Safety 
council is to foster and create an_at- 
mosphere of safety in the com- 
munity; carry on activities which 
will reduce street, industrial and 
home accidents; sponsor education- 
al programs in the _ factories, 
schools, churches and public util- 
ities; promote health, education and 
the avoidance of danger and waste 
from fires. 

Such an organization ought to re- 
ceive the hearty support of every- 
body, and this is one of Atlanta’s 
newest civic clubs that should take, 
and will take, with the right sort of 
co-dperation, a stand for great con- 
Structive usefulness to the com- 
munity.

[HEALTH TALKS|

RUNNING EARS. 

The amount and character of the 
discharge from the ear vary widely. 
The younger the patient, the greater 
the quantity of matter discharge from 
a diseased ear. The discharge teems 
with disease germs, often several vari- 


eties of disease-producing germs being | 
The com- | 


present in a chronic case, 
mon pus producing-germs are invaria- 
bly present. In many cases in chil- 


dren the cause of the middle ear diz- | 
‘ease is tuberculosis, and the tubercu- 
said the | 


losis bacillus may be found in the 
discharge in the earlier weeks of the 
trouble; but later on only 
producing germs can be isolated, the 
tuberele bacilli remaining within the 
affected bone or mucous membrane, 

Fungi thrive on the debris of a run- 
ning ear, and these parasites impart 
a peculiar musty, disagreeable odor to 
the discharge. course a certain 
amount of the discharge finds its way 
down the eustachian tube to the nose 
and throat. Sometimes the discharge 
from a diseased middle ear drains 
wholly into the throat and is swal- 
lowed, as often occ.rs in babies and 
young children. Constant swallowing 
an absorption of such septic matter 
gives the patient a sallow complexion, 
general weakness or malaise, head- 
aches, poor appetite, sometimes nau- 
sea, sometimes diarrhoea. 

In certain cases the ear runs only 
when the patient’s health is below 
par, and ceases to discharge when the 
patient is in good condition, In oth- 
ers, the patient gets along fairly well 
for years, while the discharge contin- 
ues with interruption; finally the dis- 
charge suddenly decreases or almost 
stops, and soue serious complication 
develops, like mastoiditis, brain ab- 
scess, meningitis or septic ¢inus throm- 
bosis, and a difficult operation may or 
may not save life. 

It is one of the most vicious super- 
stitions that it 1s a dangerous thing 
to have a running ear treated. Run- 
ning ear is a signal of danger which 
remains until the trouble is intelli- 
gently cured, 


Generally a slight discharge is more | 


to be feared than a copious one, be- 
cause it is more likely to be neglected. 

In some instances only a few drops 
of matter will drain from the middie 
ear each day, and this spreads out in 
fanlike form over the roof of the ear 
eanal and dries up and might easily 
be mistaken for dried ear wax there. 

An ear discharge that is thin and 
malodorous comes from disintegrated 
bone, and is a warning of destruction 
of hearing. Polyp or granulations 
(proud flesh) in the ear would also in- 
dicate diseased bone.

with the murder of Martin Tabert, of 
North Dakota, tended to show that 
Tabert came to his death from lobar 
pneumonia and not from traumatic 
pneumonia, as the state is contend- 
ing. 

The six experts also corroborated 
the testimony of Dr. T. Caper Jones, 
Putnam Lumber company’s camp 
physician, who attended Tabert while 

was serving a convict sentence in 
the lease camp of the company. Dr. 


"© Jones testified Tabert died from lo- 


bar pneumonias and that on making 
a thorough examination of ‘his body 
he found no traces of traumatism. 

Tonight a session was being held in 
order that the case might go to the 
jury by Saturday morning. It was 
expected early tonight that the de- 
fense would be able to close its case 
at a late hour. 

Dr. Ralph N. Greene, former state 
health officer, told the jury, in an- 
‘swer to a hypothetical question pro-

day until during the late hour he con- 


tracted a chill, the following day he 
was ordered to bed, and on the fol- 
lowing day a physiciah diagnosed the 
case as pneumonia, two days later 
the person’ died. This question bore 
out the contentions of the defense. 
InInjuries Too Severe. 

In answer to another question of 
about the same number of words, as 
to whether a man could receive from 
40 to 119 licks with a leather strap 
weighing from six to seven and one- 
half pounds and perform hard labor 
the next day, Dr, Greene stated it 
would be impossible as his injuries 
would be too severe. This hyoptheti- 
cal question was in line with the 
contentions of the state. — 

On being cross examined, Dr. 
Greene testified the whipping would 
have a great deal to do with a per- 
son’s death if he had been struck with, 
a strap weighing five pounds and 
given aS many as seventy-five licks 
and required to do light or heavy 
work the next day. He added that 
the cause of death would be lobar 
pneumonia, but the punishment in- 
flicted would have a great deal to do 
with the illness. The lighter work 
the person performing the following 
day, the expert testified, the lesser 
the complication. 

Dr. LL. M. Anderson, of Lake City ; 
Dr. T. G. Kroft, of Jacksonville; Dr. 
W. W. Tyson and Dr. C. T. Culpep- 
per, of Perry, Fla., corroborated Dr. 
Greene, but Dr. Anderson, in answer 
to questions by the defense, declared 
traumatic pneumonia could be lobar 
pneumonia and the jnjury sufficient 
to cause traumatic pneumonia would 
not necessarily be accompanied by 
bruises on the surface of the body. 


Time of Infection Indefinite. 


The state questioned Dr. Culpepper 
at length, following his corroboration 
that death resulted from lobar pneu- 
monia, as testified by other defense 
expert witnesses. He was asked how 
long after a whipping of from forty 
to one “hundred and nineteen licks 
would be before the whipped person 
would be forced to go to bed. The 
Perry physician said it would depend 
on the time the infection set in and 
the time would be indefinite. 

In answer to other questions he re- 
plied that a severe whipping would be 
likely to result in infection, that this 
would produce intense fever such as 
testified to by Dr. Jones; that fever 
and the infection would cause a con- 
gested condition in the lungs; that 
this would set up toxemia poisoning; 
that the whipping would cause shock 
and lower bodily resistance to dis- 
ease and that-all the conditions would 
prove favorable for the contraction of 
pneumonia. 

After occupying the stand for sev- 
eral hours De. Jones declared a person 
could contract traumatic pneumonia 
from shock and he gave a dynamite 
concussion as an illustration, burt 
added later than traumatism could 
not be contracted without injury te 
the tissues of the lungs, 

Dr. Jones further averred. in an- 
swer to a question by the defense, 
if traumatic pneumonia was con- 
tracted as the result of a whipping re- 
ceived by a person there must be 
visible marks about the body show- 
ing the cause of death. 

The physician testified that after 
a thorough examination of Tabert’s 
body, there was no evidence of trau- 
matism. 

Dr. Jones Good Witness. 
Dr. Jones, who the defense char- 


| acterized as being the only man who 


knew the direct cause of Tabert’s 
death. made a good witness and his 
testimony appeared interesting to the 
jury. After he had testified for more 
than an hour it was discovered he had 
not been sworn in, ‘The’ state im- 
mediately moved that the oath be ad- 
ministered and the trial proceed, 
He went into every detail of the 
case with which he was connected, lay- 
ing aside all technical phrases and 
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told how on Monday following the 
whipping, which he knew nothing 
about, he determined Tabert was ill 
with pneumonia and relatéd the treat- 
ment prescribed, He visited the youth 
the following day, and the day fel- 
lowing he found Tabert unconscious 
and pronounced his condition as _ be- 
ing grave. That night Tabert died. 

J. B. Thomas, state supervisor of 
prisons, was the last witness during 
the afternoon session, Mr. Thomas 
averred that he had inspected the 
camp of the Putnam Lumber company 
at Clara, Fla., and examined the strap 
used by the camp's whipping boss. 
He declared the instrument weighed 
approximately one and one-half to two 
pounds. On being cross examined, 
Mr. Thomas could not say whether 
tse strap he examined was the same 
instrnoment with which Higginbotham 
whipped Tabert.

British Cabinet 
Mulls Over Text 
Of French Reply 


London, July 4-—(By the Associ- 
ated Press.)—The British cabinet 
struggled today to find some ray of 
light in the ever thickening fog of the 
reparations situation. 

Lord Curzon, the secretary for for- 
eign affairs, presented his colleazues 
with the substance of yesterday's ver- 
bal replies of France and Belgium, 
explaining the points on which those 
countries showed any tendency, to 
meet the British views.

SAFEGUARDS FROM THE SUN. 
It’s tempting, when one is on a mod- 
est fortnight’s holiday, to see how 
much sunburn can be acquired. It’s so 
nice to go back to town looking gor- 
geously tanned and healthy, just as 
though one had been away two months 
instead of two weeks. But it’s quite 
different a week later, when the brown 
begins to tone into a sickly yellow! 

Bleaches can be used then, to hasten 
the return of the normal color. But 
even so, there are jaundiced weeks to 
be gone through. It’s better, if you 
hate this transition period, to avoid 
burning as much as you can, to use 
your bleaches while away, as well as 
after you return. Personally, though 
I like sunburn and freckles, too. 
think a little of beth every year is a 
tonie for the skin. 

Vanishing cream is good to use he- 
fore going boating, or for a long tramp 
in the wind, or out for golf or tennis. 
Ordinarily, I do not advise vanishing 
cream for the face, but at thege times, 
with a thick coating of powder, it is 
useful. <A thick cold cream, or pe- 
troleum jelly, can be used before you 
go bathing. 

Make up some cucumber lotion be- 
fore you leave on your holiday, and 
juse this at night.

To eight ounces of this, add 
as much tincture of benzoin as goes in 
a small teaspoon and an ounce of al- 
cobol, if you can get it. Let this dry 
on the skin or if it is too sticky let it 
drv on half an hour and wash off,

plain starch, laundry starch, sifted to 
make a powder.

(Julian S. Huxley, in The North 
American Review.) 

How very different it is to remember 
that the pressure of air on our bodies 
is not the uniform, gentle embrace of 
some homogeneous substance, but the 
bombardment of an _ infinity of parti- 
cles, The particles are not even all 
alike: some are of oxygen, others of 
nitrogen, of parbonic acid gas, of 
water vapor, Mhey are not all travel- 
ing at uniform speeds; collisions are 
all the time occurring, and the mole- 
cules are continuously changing their 
rate of travel as they clash and bump. 

We have only to look down a micro- 
scope to convince ourselves of the al- 
teration in our experience that it 
would mean if we were to become 
sufficiently diminished. The tiniest 
solid particles in fluids of agitation— 
inexplicable ‘until it. was pointed ‘out 
that this was the inevitable result of 
collision with the faster-moving mole- 
cules of the fluid. Many living things 
that we can still see are small enough 
to live permanently in such agitation; 
the longest diameter of many bacteria 
is but half a micron (a two-thousandth 
of a millimetre, and there are many 
ultra-microscopiec organisms which,
